America and the League. 


The American Senate, to all intents and 
purposes, has rejected the Peace Treaty. 
Reservation has sn. beo upon reserva- 
tion; the Senate wants peace, but is 
not prepared to pay the price. It must 
have complete freedom of action, and 
refuses to be saddled with any Euro- 
pean responsibilities. _Above all, it will 
not have the League of Nations. 
Unfortunately, the illness of President 
Wilson preventsshim from continuing his 
campaign in favour of the Treaty, and 
naturally his opponents have gained an 
enormous advantage. The whole matter 
is a question of party politics. The Re- 
publicans are using the Treaty and the 
League ps stepping-stones to power. In 
their eyes the approaching Presidential 
election is of much greater importance 
than the stahility of Europe. The atti- 
tude of the American Senate at present 
is the very acme of imperialism. It rejects 
the League of Nations not because it fears 
another Holy Alliance and has the welfare 
of mankind at heart, but simply because 
membership of the League entails odéf- 
tain sacrifices. America invented the 
League. She also invented “open diplo- 
macy " and many other nostrums of 
international politics. We all admired 
America, and welcomed her President to 
Europe as the arbiter of a world’s 
destinies. We respected his ideals, accom- 
modated ourselves to his plans, sacrificed 
interest and prejudice alike that his task 
might be easier. The result was the Treaty, 
plus the League of Nations. Neither is 
of Europe’s: making; both have been 
accepted by the Allies more as a com- 
pliment to America than out of conviction 
that they provided the best solution of our 
many problems. It is late to start 
again. For better or for worse, Great 
Britain, Italy—and, it may be 
added, Germany-—have signed and ratified

Poverty has been the chief bane of the 
Irish national teachers, but throughout 
their long struggle for worthier conditions 
of service they have never forgotten that 
man does not live by bread alone. They have 
demanded consistently a higher status for 
their profession, and have. realised that a 
large factor in it must be better education 
for themselves as well as for their pupils. 
All our national teachers, therefore—since | 
the example must be contagious—will read 
with rea] satisfaction the report of yes- 
terday’s proceedings at the annual meeting 
of the Church of Ireland Training College. 
At that meeting the Provost of Trinity 
College gave his cordial blessing to a 
scheme whereby, at a nominal cost, Church 
of Ireland teachers may obtain the ad- 
vantages of a University course and an 
experience of University life.

student who passes the King's Scholar- 
ship examination, which admits to the 
Church of Ireland Training College, is 
enrolled ipso facto on the books of Trinity 
College. Professors of the Training 
College become professors of the Educa- 
tion School of Trinity College, receiving 
stipend as such from the University 
authorities, who will in future have the 
major voice in their selection. The Train- 
ing College students, whose fees will be 
paid by the authorities of Kildare place, 
will be lectured at Trinity College. The 
course of training will extend over two 
years, and the additional cost to the 
students of the University connection will 
be £5 a year. At the close of this period 
every successful student will receive 
from the University a diploma of educa- 
tion. Further opportunities are pro- 
vided by which the best of these Train- 
ing College students may take the com- 
plete University course, with the B.A. 
Degree, on favourable terms. The ad- 
vantages of such a scheme to the students, 
to the University, and to the State are 
obvious, A careful grinding in the 
elements of economics will form a part of 
the teachers’ University course. In con- 
tact with their fellow-students of all the 
Schools, they will imbibe that University 
spirit which is so hard to analyse, but so 
easy to perceive. Some share of that 
spirit will be transmitted in due course 
to tens of thousands of Irish boys and 
girls. The National Board has given un- 
qualified approval to the scheme; and 
now, with the triple sanction of Dublin 
University, the Training College, and the 
Board, it has been submitteé to the Chief 
Secretary. Its: enforcement will require 
an additional grant of about £1,500 a year, 
i and we refuse to believe that the Treasury 
will raise any difficulties in the matter. 
No experiment in education half so hope- 
ful as this was ever proposed at sq@cheap 
a cost. It must have the entire sym- 
pathy of Mr. Fisher, the English Minister, 
one of whose dearest ideals it promotes ; 
and, of course, the two members of Parlia- 
ment for Dublin University will give it 
their active support.

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Out-of-Work Donations. 


The Government's proposal to stop the 
payment of the out-of-work donation to 
civilians produced a storm of protests in 
the House of Commons last night. It was 
admitted by nearly all the speakers that 
the payment of doles was demoralising ; 
yet the Government was pressed from 
every quarter of the House to reconsider 
its decision. Sir Robert Horne stated the 
Government's case, and it is a good one. 
Apert from the dislocation’ caused by 
strikes, the rate of unemployment has 
not been so low for many years. 
In September, 1913, 2.4 per cent. of trade 
unionists were in receipt of benefit from 
their societies; in September of this -year 
the rate was only 1.6 per The 
number of civilians in receipt of the 
dole has fallen to about 154,000, and ef 
this total 40,000 are men who are tem- 
porarily out of work in consequence of the 
strike of iron moulders. The Government 
believes that the vast majority of the re- 
mainder could find employment; but it 
admits that the withdrawal of the dole 
might cause a few cases of hardship, and 
the House concentrated its efforts upon 
the case of these few. Mr. Bonar Law 
agreed to leave the matter to a free vote, 
and the Government's proposal was carried 
by a majority of 94. This is satisfactory ; 
but the tone of the discussion showed

the Government should have been ready 
to produce its new system of civilian 
unemployment insurance, and to sub- 
stitute a definite policy for the donation 
scheme. 


The Silver Shortage. 

The price of silver continues to soar, 
the danger to currency has 
become acute. Yesterday the price of 
the metal in the London market was 
5s. 104d. per ounce. This is fourpence 
above the point at which, theoretically, 
it pays to melt down coinage. Already 
there are signs of hoarding in different 
parts of Great Britain. During the 
last few weeks the issues from the 
Mint have increased considerably, but 
they have only just kept a sufficiency of 
silver change in the hands of the public. 
Hoarding is a silly practice. It does not 
benefit the individual—except in cases 
where breaches of the law like the melting 
or exporting of coins are contemplated— 
and it causes Mrious inconvenience to the 
community, as the people of the South 
and West of Ireland know by experience. 
What remedy will the Government apply 
if the shortage becomes acute? Various 
schemes have been suggested. The official 
plan is to introduce five shilling notes. 
Mr. Chamberlain has told the House of 
Commons that a stock is being prepared, 
and that the notes could be issued 
quickly. Another suggestion is that 
the shilling should simply be decreed to 
be two shillings and worth the tenth part 
of a sovereign, and that the value of other 
coins should be increased proportionately, 
The suggestion has the merit of novelty, 
but the cure, we ave afraid, would be 
worse than the diseasé. What a scramble 
there would be for coins on the day before 
the decree took effect! The best plan would 
be to issue fresh coins, either of nickel or 
with a greater proportion of alloy. This 
would cause the smallest possible amount 
of inconvenience, and would yield a hand- 
some profit to the Government.

‘The gossip we be 
there, but it is not altogether well in- 
formed. Lady Astor is by birth an 
American, but an Englishwoman by 
marriage. Madame Marckievicz is an 
Irishwoman by. birth, but a Pole by 
marriage. It is unlikely that she 
would be allowed to take her seat 
without inquify into her right to sit 
in the House of -Commons. Perhaps, 
Madame Marckievicz and her husband are 
naturalised British subjects, and, if so, 
there is no reason why the lady should 
not sit in Parliament, but proof of 
naturalisation would be necessary. Then 
there is the question whether, or not, 
Countess Marckievicz is prepared to take 
the oath of allegiance. Altogether I do 
not think that Lady Astor has much to 
fear. 

It is said that, in the opinion of those 
responsible for the organisation to promote 
the League of Natiens in this country, 
the refusal of the United States Senate 
to ratify the Treaty need not kill the 
League or the Peace Treaty. They think 
that the Peace Treaty must stand, and 
that the League can go on without the 
United States. Possibly they may be cor- 
rect, but there is in this country quite a 
body of opinion against the League of 
Nations, and this will soon be making 
itself heard if America refuses to take 
part in it. 

Mr. Bonar Law informed Colonel Yate to- 
day that the Government hoped to get the 
Government of India Bill passed before 
Christmas. According to The Times, the 
same hope is cherished in regard to the 
Government of Ireland Bill, which has not 
yet been introduced. Altogether it would 
seem as if the few remaining weeks of the 
| session would be very fully occupied. One 
cannot help wondering whether legislation 
produced at this high pressure will prove 
durable. 

For years past the Maltese population 
has been clamouring for self-government 


clearly that, in the opinion of the House, | 
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and now it is to receive it. Colonel Amery 
stated this afternoon that, acting on the 
advice of the Governor, Field-Marshal 
Lord Plumer, the Government have de- 
cided to entrust the Maltese with the 
control of their own purely local affairs, 
and to ask the House for a grant to enable 
the new system to start with a fair pros- 
pect of success. It is hoped that it wil 
commence in 1921, 

Including the adjacent islands of Gozo 
and Comino, the civil population of Malta 
is about 225,000. This will not be the first 
time that Malta has been granted a Con- 
stitution. In the Jubilee year, 1887, the 
popularly elected members were given a 
majority in the Legislative Council, but 
so much friction resulted that it was 
withdrawn in 1903. The new Constitution 
will, no doubt, be drawn on broader lines, 
and should have the effect of putting an 
end to anti-English agitation. The Maltese 
are too dependent on the British Navy for 
a livelihood to want to break away from 
the Imperial connection. 

The moulders’ strike has been going on 
for several weeks. About 45,000 nen are 
on strike, and the number of people who 
have been thrown out of work in addition 
is approximately 75,000. Some oi them, 
but not ali, are eligible for the unemploy- 
ment donation, and have received it. Sir 
Edward Carson considered this differentia- 
tion “very idiotic,’’ but was informed to- 
d@y that it was in accordance with the 
statutory rules. There seems to be a 
prospect of negotiations being re-opened 
between the employers and the strikers, 
whose abstention from work is causing an 
immense amount of injury to other in- 
dustries. 

Colonel John Ward had some interesting 
remarks to make in the Lobky this even- 
ing with regard to the continuance of the 
out-of-work donation. He said that he was 
not opposing such continuance, but he 
thought that the bestowal of the donation 
had been working on the wrong lines.

ANNUAL REPORT. 

The annual report, which was read by the

A GENEROUS EXTENSION OF 
INSURANCE PROMISED. 


The House of Commons yesterday went into 
Committee of Supply on a vote of a supplemen- 
tary eum of £1,500,000 for the salaries and ex- 
penses of the Civil Demobilisation and Resettle- 
ment Department, including the out-of-work 
donation. 

Sir Robert Horne said that when he fast spoke 
on this subject the number of people then in 
receipt of the unemployment donation ap- 
proached one tnillion per week. That figure was 
excebded on May 2, when the number was 
1,100,000. That was not the occasion to justify 
the grant of the donation: If anything were re- 
quired to justify it, the figure to which he had 
referred would in itself be sufficient. He could 
not imagine that the conscience of the country 
would ever have tolerated the contemplation of 
so many people being out of work through no 
fault of their own, left to their own devites to 
find adequate means of subsistence, (Hear, hear.) 
A considerable change had occurred since he 
spoke. By September 26th there had been a 
decrease of 700,000, despite the fact that over a 
million men had been demobilised from the 
Army during the intervening period. The total 
number of people receiving the unemployment 
donation on September 26 was 405,000. Of these 
302,000 were members of His Majesty's Forces, 
65,500 were civilian men, and 35,000 civilian 
women. Since the Armistice employment had 
been found for over 5,000,000 demobilised men; 
and 1,500,000 men and women who were = en- 
gaged in producing material had been re- 
absorbed in peace industries. He took the date 
of September 26 because after that date there 
hed been the railway «trike and the  iron- 
moulders’ strike. The iron-mouklers’ strike had 
resulted in 40.000 persons in the engineering 
trade being thrown out of work, and they had 
to receive the unemployment donation. In spite 
of these circumstances, there was no reason for 
great anxiety. These causes were temporary, 
and he hoped that the iron-moukders’ strike 
would soon be overs The number receiving the 
donation at present was 479,000, of whom 544,000 
were ex-mombers of His Majesty's Forces, 
101,000 were civilian men, and 4,000 civilian 
women. These ficures did not represent the 
whole of the unemployment of the country. 
It included those who put out of work 
by recent strikes.

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SIR JOHN SCOTT’S EVIDENCE. 

Lord Hugh Cecil presided yesterday afternoon 
at the meeting of the Select Gommittee of the 
House of Commons which is inquiring into the 
Dormant Bank Batances and Unclaimed Secuti- 
ties Bill. 

The first witness called was Sir John Harley 
Scott, J.P., Chairman of Scott, Harley, and 
©o., Ltd., Cork. Giving evidence, ‘Sir John, a 
shareholder in the Munster and Leinster Bank, 
said that he was for many years a trustee of 
the Cork Savings Bank. In 1892 he ‘took an 
active part in having public advertisements | 
issued. for dormant. balances in that bank. Ad- 
vertisementé were published in the local news- 
papers giving lists of the names of those to 
whose credit. dormant balances were standing. 
Posters were also exhibited, and-circulars sent 
to clergymen, There were 190 names on this 
list, and in 'a shor’ time over 50 people had 
proved their e:aims, while up to the present 
about 90 claimants hed been paid balances from 
#1 upwards, In many cases the money received 
by the claimants was a God-sead to the re 
eipients.. He had more than once drawn atten- 
tion to the question of. dormant balances at 
meetings of the Munster and Leinster Bank, Lt. 
He had read with regret, he said, the remarks 
recently made by Mr. Newman Thompson, the 
auditor of the Bank of Ireland, giving evidence 
before ‘the’ Committed, expecially with reference 
to Irish depositors being of a rervous or secre 
tive character... He did net think (hat it was 
wise for Mr. Thompson to say that Irish dGe- 
positors would raise an outcry if the Goverr 
ment took measures to have the ideas of this 
bill carried out. He. differed strongly from Mr 
Thompson's suggestion, that it would cause 
financial unatest, nA the Irish peeplo were now 
sufficiently edneatel te know that the security 
of the English Government was the best in the 
world, and he thought that he was correct im 
saying that the Irish bankers themselves were 
of this opinion. He heard nothing but praise 
for the bill in Treland, except from the banking 
interest. 

The Chairman thanked Sir Jchn for the way 
in which he had given bis evidences.
